IN MEMORIAM 


Mervin Cadoo passed away on May 10, 1969, in Arizona. 
He had been active in Town affairs and held the office of 


Town Tax Collector for a long time. 


ROADS AND BRIDGES 


Roads, one of our more controversial subjects, have to 
be maintained and improved as fast as possible to meet 
today’s traffic demands. In Wilmot there are 45 miles of 
Class V, or Town maintained highways. Only 14 miles are 
tarred roads, the rest are gravel. It has been the policy of 
the Selectmen to recommend, to the State Highway Dept., 
roads that are in the most need of T.R.A. expenditure. 


Last year, with permission of the State Highway Dept., 
the Duncan Fund was used to clean ditches, cut brush and 
resurface approximately 5 miles of roads that had been 
previously built with T.R.A. money. 


This year the T.R.A. money will be used to seal Pine 
Hill Road, and Shindagin Road as well as graveling Pancake 
Street. If there is any balance, it will be spent in North 
Wilmot near White Pond Cemetery. 


In the Warrant is an Article asking for an appropria- 
tion of $2,500, to be used for oiling T.R.A. built roads. It is 
hoped that this appropriation will be made annually, to help 
keep our surfaced roads in good shape. 


This year, several of our bridges will need to be re- 
planked. This will mean an expenditure of $1,000. The Camp 
Ground bridge is fast becoming a problem. It is not wide 
enough and certainly needs replacing. Possibly the Select- 
men and the State Highway Dept. can arrive at a solution. 
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TOWN HALL 


Although a late start was the cas on Town Hall im- 
provements, efforts were made throughout the year to de- 
termine the best use of the 1968 appropriation. To date, new 
wiring has been completed, bids have been received on a 
heating system, and costs estimated on interior work. Sums 
appropriated for these improvements were less than that 
needed to complete the ordered work, resulting in only par- 
tial completion of needed projects. 


HIGHWAY GARAGE — EQUIPMENT 


The needs brought up in Articles 11 and 12 partially 
explain the lack of accomplishment in acquiring land for a 
Town Garage site. Many sites were considered and several 
will be offered for voters’ discussion. As our needs seem to 
be increasing within the Highway Department, priorities 
might well be developed for the expenditure of these greater 
sums. 


SUTTON ROAD 


Names of roads, in order to be properly identified, should 
be the same for the entire length. The road leading from 
Route 11 to the Sutton line is known as the Sutton Road, 
while the road: from Route I-89 to the Wilmot line is known 
as the Wilmot Road. This is confusing to anyone giving or 
receiving directions. Hence, Article 6 to establish the name 
of Kearsarge Valley Road for the entire length is proposed.

In the investigation and following up of the above items 
your Police Department logged 1,196 miles and put in 176 
hours of time and labor. Of these amounts, the Town of 
Wilmot was charged for 485 miles at 10c per mile and 99 
hours at $2.00 per hour. The remaining time and mileage 
was not charged for due to the very limited funds appropri- 
ated for this purpose. In addition to the above listed activi- 
ties we were called upon by the N. H. State Police to assist 
in highway patrol on Labor Day and various other holidays, 
and also we were called to aid the N. H. State Police when 
the aircraft crashed on Moose Mountain in Lebanon. In 
addition, the Police Department was requested to make peri- 
odic checks on certain properties while the owners were 
away. This we have done and are still doing, at no charge 
to the Town or to the individual property owners. We were 
also requested to lend a hand to the local game warden, when 
a deer was struck by an automobile on Route 4A. We also 
found out about a deserted and rundown barn in Wilmot 
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which was a haven for some teenagers to consume alcoholic 
beverages. After requesting aid from the New London Police 
Department and the N. H. State Police, this particular barn 
was raided and as a result two arrests were made. 


All in all, we have been quite busy this past year. Our 
records indicate that the Town of Wilmot is no longer im- 
mune from the problems facing the larger towns and cities. 
Due to the closeness of the large New England cities to this 
area, and because of the new Interstate Highways now open, 
their problems are now-.becoming our problems. It is our 
hope that the voters of this Town will act accordingly.

This year you will find ‘““Vermont Life” and ‘Antiques 
Magazine” added to our subscriptions, which include: New

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Established by vote of the town in 1967, the Planning 
Board has worked to improve Wilmot’s Planning Ordinance. 
Four amendments were discussed at three public hearings 
and are presented for your consideration on this year’s 
ballot. 


In Article III a new Section XII would prohibit flagrant 
nuisances; Section XIII would require business permits for 
any new business or industry; and Section XIV would con- 
trol new signs, prohibiting large billboards. 


A major controversy concerns mobile homes. Some 
would prohibit them completely, while others would make 
no restrictions. We feel the voters must decide and offer 
the proposed amendment to Article IV, Section IV. If 
passed, mobile homes would be restricted to mobile home 
parks, for which minimum lot sizes would apply, and plans 
for which would have to be approved by the Planning Board. 
This should assure any park developed would be spacious 
and well-planned; far different than the common eyesores 
elsewhere. If defeated, I will urge the Board to rule mobile 
homes may be located in all three districts of the town. 


In the fall, a four-page questionnaire was presented to 
every fifth voter and anyone who requested one. Responses 
have been very helpful to both the Board and the Selectmen.

Your Forest Fire Warden’s job would 
be easier if everyone understood the State laws that govern 
the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws follows: 


Fire Permit 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near 
woodland anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This 
includes household waste burning, even if in an incinerator, 
grass burning, garden trash as well as brush burning. Such 
burning is restricted by regulation to be prior to 9:00 a.m. 
and after 5:00 p.m. 


EHaceptions 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime 
under normal conditions with permission of the District 
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Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property 
with permission of the Fire Warden. On another’s property 
with written permission of the landowner and permission of 
the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires if in a 
hazardous area. Permits for cooking fires in the White 
Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the Laconia 
Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required 
in public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been 
built for this purpose. 


Penalties 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of 
$200.00 fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 


2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly 
that shall endanger woodlands the maximum fine is 
$500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 


38. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire 
before leaving it the same penalties as in (1) above. 


4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland, 
maximum fine of $25.00. 


Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. 
Keep our town free from smokes in 1970.
